tive spiritually as well as m aterially 
I use the word 
spiritual to include everything appealing to the intel­ 
lect. the conscience, the sense of beauty and the 
hum our of m an 
If television lives up to this broad 
and high ideal it will prosper and posterity will bless 
it 
If it does not. posterity will c u rse the HBC tor 
ever having sta rte d it.” 


T elevision brings into the home the products 
of civilization, culture, refinem ent, education, vul­ 
garity, m urder, brutal ugliness, lies, deceit—any­ 
thing that is put on It. 
The im portance is that 
television brings w hatever it does into the home 
and therefore is either a m oral or an im m oral 
force. 
It either builds our civilization or it tears 
H down. The sm allest children gather about it and 
learn from it; oldsters and shut-ins find solare and 
relief from boredom In Its program s.

Television p rogram ing in this co untry suffers not 
from c o m m ercialism but from the lack of imagination 
and responsibility 
It drifts info p a tte rn s which seem 
Successful. When the Quiz Shows w ere successful, they 
m ultiplied until they becam e a bore 
They w ere a 
bore before they w ere exposed as crooked 
Now we 
a re going through two phases, one of which is alread y 
becom ing tiresom e, the grown-up W estern, and the 
other being an outrageous1 and vicious abuse of a 
public utility, by constant exposure of the violent m u r­ 
d er story, each including the m ost b rutal type of 
fighting with not a m odicum of sp o rtsm a n sh ip 
The 
effect on children and on adults with child like m inds 
is particu larly evil and m ust have a direct relation­ 
ship to the increase in crim e in this country 
The question does arise as to what the television
